VATICAN CITY TAP) - Angelo 
Giuseppe Cardinal Roncalli. an 
Italian skilled in Vatican diploma­ 
cy. was elected Pope Tuesday 
night. He chose the name John 
XXIII. 
The bells of St. Peter s and 500 
other Rome churches rang nut a 
carol of triumph. Hundreds of 
thousands in St 
Peter s Square 
roared an ovation as the Patri­ 
arch of Venice became Pope at 76. 
His election ended three days of 
intense suspense centering about 
a deadlocked conclave of the 31 
cardinals, gathered to choose a 
successor to Pope Pius XII. 
Disappointed in five other vigils 
—through ll unsuccessful ballots 
in the past three days—-the crowd 
brr’.,* into a joyous frenzy as John 
'Ia III made his first appearance 
on the balcony overlooking St. 
Peter s Square. 
They roared “Viva ii P apa!”— 
long live the Pope* — over and 
over as the new pontiff slowly 
raised his arm s in benediction. 
The new pontiff, Italian like hi* 
predecessors for 436 years, is re­ 
garded by Roman Catholics as the 
262nd Vicar of Christ on earth and 
a direct successor to St 
Peter. 
( Actually, there is considerable 
uncertainty about the number of 
Popes, according to the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference. The 
Vatican annual lists 261 Popes, 
including the late Pius XII. But 
other sources place the number 
between 259 and 262 *

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C Radar Fights A 
Peacetime Enemy 


The wonderful invention of radar was stimu­ 
lated by wartime need to spot enemy aircraft at 
great distances at night or when visibility was 
obscured by fog and cloud. Developed early in 
the war by the British, then shared with the 
other Allied powers, radar was one of the techni­ 
cal weapons that tipped the scale against the 
axis on land, at sea and in the air. 
Today radar has innumerable applications 
that make it even more valuable in peace than 
it was in war. Transatlantic airlines use it as an 
aid to navigation, to pinpoint storm areas and 
to avoid collision with other aircraft. Great ships 
on the sea use radar in the same manner. 
Now it is being drafted into use to fight a 
great enemy of the nation’s economy, forest fire. 
Foresters, after years of observation, have dis­ 
covered that by far the greatest num ber of forest 
fires are caused by lightning, thai in spite of all 
their precautions in keeping travelers out of the 
woods during the dry season, and in educating 
the public to greater care, terrible fires still 
continue to break out and that lightning is the 
culprit. 


Now the forestry service is keeping tab on 
the great forests with the aid of radar. The 
course of electrical storms is observed and plot­ 
ted on a map. and spotting aircraft follow in the 
wake of the storm to give an immediate alarm 
where a fire is spotted. Fires are most usually 
found along the outer edges of the storm zone, 
where there is lightning but no heavy rain. 
Combing radar with new fightfightmg tech­ 
niques. foresters are slowly coming to grips with 
one of our most destructive peacetime foes.

Mr. Nixon Says His Piece 


Since about 1942, no full dress debate on the foreign 
policy of the I mted States bas taken place. Elections 
base come and gone and the silence wa* uniform, on 
the general assumption that we must have a bi­ 
partisan foreign policy in order to give the im pression 
to foreigners, particularly the Russians, that we were 
an absolutely unified people. 
j» 
Such uniform ity of thought ha* never existed What 
did happen was that in tim e of actual w ar. even the 
moat ardent isolationist served his country in defiance 
oi his private judgm ent. 


There Ha* been considerable criticism af (he 
Secretary el Stale. John Foster Dulles, particularly 
among the pro-Ruasiana and the pacifistie elem ents. 
This is satisfactory, presided tho ut bier I is drbatrd. 
A whispering cam paign such as cam e out of what 
is euphem istically railed W all Street in favor of 
recognizing Red China is IMH a dehate; it is a 
propagandistic effort to create a public opinion 
dam aging to the interests of the In n e d States for 
private benefit. 


For several years, such libels have been me! with 
official silence on the assum ption that to dignify false­ 
hood is to give the appearance of recognizing its im ­ 
portance. The Vice President. Richard Nixon, is too 
robust to accept the notKH, that to ignore a falsehood 
is to establish its falnty. He has insisted that it is the 
function of governm ent to tell the peddle the truth and 
he and President Eisenhower have taken to the hust­ 
ings to proclaim the strength of their convictions 
Nixon distinguished between decision and poHcy 
and m ade the point that when a decision has been 
reached, a decision thpt could lead to war. there is 
danger in internal divisions because an enem y might 
take advantage of them. However, before the decision 
h at been taken, while policies are being form ulated. 
Ih ert ought to be freedom of discussion which could 
only aid in the formulation of a decision. 


President Eisenhower seem ed disinc’ led to this 
view and said that he. as President, would not reply 
lo attacks 
N evertheless, Nixon said 


“ . . . for us who have the responsibility of ca rry ­ 
ing the weight of this cam paign to stand by and to 
allow our policies to be attacked with im punity by our 
opponents without reply would lead to inevitable defeat. 
I intend to continue to answ er the attacks of the re­ 
sponsible m em bers of the opposition on our policy. 
Tm going to answ er them factually. 
I'm going to 
answ er them articulately and I hope effectively , , 
His reasons for this view are: 
“ . . . we are electing men who are going to m ake 
policy. 
And people are entitled to know w hether a 
Senator for exam ple believes that Comm unist China 
should be adm itted to the E N or that it should not 
be adm itted 
This ought to be debated 
It should not 
be ruled out in a political cam paign " 
This is absolutely sound doctrine 
It is a position 
that was adopted by many A m ericans during the Roose­ 
velt and T rum an Administrations. To this. the reply 
generally w as. as Nixon says, let the record speak for 
itself. But we never knew the full record. Until the 
W edemeyer Report was published one hot Sum m er 
night, we knew little of the m achinations for turning 
China over to the Communists. The sam e can be said 
of many phases of our foreign decisions, some of which 
a re not yet available. 
Nixon said 


“ One of the reason* the R epubiiran Party is in 
trouble loda.v is because over the past two years, 
particularly, we have allowed people to criticize 
our policies and we have not stood up and answ ered 
effectively. T hat's a m istake, not only in the Reid 
of foreign policy but in the field of domestic policy. 
I don’t intend to make that m istake in this cam ­ 
paign and I’m going to continue . . . reciting the 
record of this Adm inistration, reciting the claim s 
and the record of the previous •Administration, and 
letting the people take their choice. 
That'* my 
view of a political cam paign . . .” 


Vice P resident Nixon is perform ing a great service 
by encouraging debate. There is not enough of this in 
A m erican political life. I would, for instance, still like 
to know how we cam e to m ake such an error as sup­ 
porting N asser in the Suez Canal situation. That one 
ought to be brought into the open. P erhaps Vice P resi­ 
dent Nixon's exam ple will one day be followed by 
other public officials who will trust the Am erican 
people to know w hat is happening to their country.
